Maine —was so called as eaily as IffiS 
from Maine, in France, of which Henrietta 
.Maria, Queen of England, was at that time 
proprietor. 

New H.tMPsniSE — was the n.tmc gjv.en to 
the territory conveyed by the Plymouth Corii- 
-fo I apt.. Joum. Afavon, i>y txttcwt,- iffoy, 
7th, 1720, with reference to the patentee, who 
was Governor of, Portsmouth, in Hampshire 
England. 

Vermont— was so called by the inhabitants 
in their Declaration of Independence, Jan. 
IGth, l(7i, from the French verdmont, the 
green mountains. 

M-vssaciicsetts— was so called from Mass¬ 
achusetts Bay, and that from the JLassaclju- 
setts tribe of Indians in the nefghliorhood of 
Boston. The tribe is thought to hare derived 
its name from tlie piue Hjlis of ililton. “I 
had learnt,” says Roger IViliiams, “that the 
Mas-sachusetts was so called from the Blue 
Hlib.” 

liiroriE Isn.tXD—was so called in 1001, in 
reference to the Islaijd of Rhodes in the .Med 
itorranean. 

Connecticut —wxs so csotoii frora tlio In- 
dian name of its principal river. Connecticut 
a Mochcakanneew wiwJ, signily-ing k„rj * 
rtver. 

New York— was so callrf m 100 L in ref¬ 
erence to the Duke of York and Albany, to 
wboni this territory w.as granted byLhe Jyiii -' 
of England. 

New .Ierset— was so called ia 1001, from 
the Island of Jersey, on the coast of Fr-m-’e 


the residence of the family of Sir George Cax- 
taret, to whom the territory was granted. 

PEX.Nsri.VA.viA—was so called in 1631, after 
William Penn. 

Deleware— was so called in 170.3, from 
Deleware Bay, cii whkh if hVs, and which 
received its name from Lord do la 'VVar, whq 
died in this bay', 

M.arvlaxd— w.as so c.alled in honorof Hen¬ 
rietta Maria, Queen of Charles I, in hi-s patenf 
tc Lord BaltiraorepJune 30, 1032. 

Viroixi-v— was so called in 1584, alter 
Elizabeth, the virgin Queen of England, 
C.xnoLixA—was so called by the French, in 
1504, in honor of King Charles IX of Francs. 

Georgia— xvas so called in 1732, tn honor 
of King George 11. 

Ai-adama— was so called in 1314, frojB its 
principal river. 

Mississim—w-is so called in 1800, from its 
western boundary. Mississippi is said to de¬ 
note the ifhohe river, i. e., the river formed by 
the union of many. 

Iajuisiasa— was so called in honor of Louis 
XIV. of France. 

Texxessee —was so called in 1796, from its 
principal river. The word Tennessee is said 
to signify a c«/-t'ej.spoon. 

Kemcckv— was so called in 1795, ffon} iU

Iiriiicipal river. The word is said to signify 
the river of men.

to elucidate the other side of this mnch moot- 

question. His position is well chosen, .md 
tlie subject is treated in a ni.'utsrly m.inncr. 
In many respects I do not disagree with 
tlie writer: his argument that the Directors 
of ai. Institution are, in duty, bound to entlea 
vor to ‘ get the very best article at the lowest 
possible price,—that if one deafmute will not 
,;orve at a low s.ilary, anotlier one will,—is 
oertainly very plausible; I am not at all cap¬ 
tiously disposed in the matter of this view of 
the case; and, as it is the only argument 
which our good friend brings forward, I can¬ 
not, perfoice, disagree with him. Ko more 
could I disagree with him should he under- 
t.ike to treat, from like ground, a parailelca.se 
listing some three odd thousand years back- 
tliat of Jacob and Esau. His deductions are 
drawn entirely from dollars and cents. Tak¬ 
ing his stand upon the ground of ways and 
means, and waiving entirely the abstract and 
the sentiment.sl, his position is absolutely im¬ 
pregnable. His moderation is the main ele- 
jnefit of hig strength ; he does not attempt to 
jbew that speaking persons should be paid 
hich salarie.s; he only shows that mutes 
ihould not be so compensated; He entirely 
j.nores, mucif to my surprise, the oft repeated 
argument that the speaking teacher must be 
well paid in order to secure his services per- 
rianently; he only shows that such precau¬ 
tion is unueces.'ary in the ca.se of mutes. The 
ingenuity-with wliieh he drives his opponents 
into a corner and asi.signs them an untenable 
position, ia truly admirable. 

While ha has thus replied to those who 
iiavs been agitating the question, and effectu- 
sHv disposed of them, he lias evaded the real 
issue. A great number of lugubrious and pug¬ 
ilistic assays on the subject have appeared 
from time to time, apparently addre.’sed by 
dissatisfied teachers to their precious bread 
and batter. He has met their authors on their 
<5wn ground—and only on their own ground 
and has left not ev»n the traditional ‘six 
{ed.ky three' for their exclusive occupatiiin. 

The position of this gentleman,to be summed 
tip in a few words, is simply this;—It is the 
duty of the Directors i>f an Institution to look 
fiilely toils material interests; and to this j 
eai it ii their duty to pay their employees tte j 
unulkst, possible sum that tpill suffice to retain 
them. -'Ibis ctmstifiites the snin total of his 
mg, elaborate article.

The Professors in s certain Institution some 
rears since, petitioned for an increa,se of sala¬ 
ry, on the sole ground of hard times and the 
high price of the necessaries of life. The Direct¬ 
ors forthwith showed them some f200 nddi- 
lional. Now why was this ? The hard times 
ol whicli tliey cm plained would have pre¬ 
vented their securing more remunersUve situ¬ 
ations elsewhere. Were not the Directors 
niilty ofignis-s misappropriation of the public 
fimls, in allowing these ‘ unearned and un- 
lerited gratuities’’ ? 

Again:—I have the happiness of counting 
*mong tlio.ve with whom I have as.-<ociated 
joii terms ot intimacy, a gentleman, now an 
'■stecnied teacher of the deaf and dumb, who 
qient his youth in studying theology, and his 
:u»nlioird in preaching the gospel; and now, 
Jn the afternoon of his life, havi.ug in a mcas- 
ire lost hi.s voice, he liM become a teacher of 
mutes. He U unable to prc.ach, andisunac- 
puainted with any other profession or trade 
tixcept that of teaching dcafmutes. The Di- 
rvetors could with perfect safety reduce his 
alary to f GOO. To be sure he has a son at 
College;—it is true he has a large family to 
maintain;—but no matter—the feelings of the 
mc.n mnst not be allowed to interfere with 
ji.ie duty of the officer. If, as our friend says, 
the Directors deem it their duty to grind their 
mployecs, why do they make this an excep- 
tiuu ? 

And yet again:—I enquired a short time 
tgo of a gentleman connected with this Insti- 
tutionj. why the s.alaries of some Professors 
"'ere not less than tho.se of others, on account 
“1 their want of ability. The answer was, in 
‘Uect:—“ The Directors, of course, regard the 
caeliers’/refniy.s; it would be an insult to tell 
Wan tliat his services were valued less than 
'ho.«e of others of no greater experience.” 
'-his gentleman had been connacted with the 
^n.stitotion for more than thirty years, and cn- 
fhe most intimate personal relations 
' ‘til the Difccpors. 

hile the deduction of our good friend can-

over a mere hypothesis, tlie creature of his 
own brain. 

The differenca between the salary of the 
mute teacher and his speaking colleague, is a 
matter of no importance whatever. But as a 
mnte, and a member of an association of 
mutes, I do most vehemently protest acainst 
the dhiirielion. By “di.s’.inction,” I mean the 
line drawn Isetween the mute and the speak¬ 
ing person —as such. By thi.sc.v&TE, the mute 
is degraded, and given to nnder.-stand that he 
b'elong.s to a lower order of l>eings. Doe.s not 
justice^ and even common decency^ require that 
all di.stinctions should be between indiriduafs 
and not between cfa.vsfs Pay tlie mute two 
hundred dollars, while the speaking person 
receives two thoii.sand, if you will; but do 
not tell him you do so beeamehe is deuf 

Mere John Kitto living the early part of 
his life over again, with all his resplendent 
ability—with all his learning,—he couM not 
get,were he to apply for a situation as a teach¬ 
er at some of our American Institutions,more 
than the “fair deaf-mute salary while a grad¬ 
uate from a college, with only a superficial 
education, wholly unfit to teach mutes,would 
be fully entitled to the‘fairprofessional sal¬ 
ary." Surely those essayists in tlie Annals 
have not forgotten whst a terrible bugbear to 
them was Burnet, and what a lashing he gave 
some of them, that they should sa 3 ’’—“Only 
highly educated men file j;jshould receive the 
‘ fair professional salary’!” And it is pas.sing 
strange that they should set down Carlin,than 
whom there is not a better scholar among 
them, as one entitled to no more than the “ililr 
deaf-mute salary.” 

In the name of the Deafinutes of the D'nited 
States, I demand that the mute be placed on 
preci.sely the same footing—moral and .social 
as well as legal—as the speaking person. 
IVlien this i.s done, it will be time to a.sk 
“ Is this person a liighly educate.d man ?" 

“ IVhat is his char.actcr?” “ Is he capable ?” 

“ "What are the lowe.st terms at winch we can 
secure his services Let there be “highly- 
ediicated-mnji .salaries—indiirercnlly-edueaterl 
man sataiies—mnn-of-poor-abllity salaries;

I be¬ 
lieve him to be enthu.<ia.stically devoted to 
the eanse of ile.af-mute education, and one 
who m.akuR the well being of his pupils hi.s life 
stiide. * He cfirtamTy cannot 'Ke lghbranirbr 
tli" fact, that the'mute hts-poof advantages 
for obtaining an education, and that, it i.s rare 
that one in twenty becomes sufficientlr well 
educated to t.akc the responsible position of a 
fc.scher. Even tho.se who have been the most 
vehement in favor of “equal salaries'’ have ad¬ 
mitted the necessity he speaks of, on account 
ol the paucity of highly educated mutes; and 
I never heard—nor do I believe that he ever 
beard—of a respectable mute who disputed 
that at l«vst 75 per cent must necessarily be 
speaking persons. 

I have treated the subject at such length, 
because Ibelieve it to be one of vital import¬ 
ance to the deaf-mute community; and be¬ 
cause I believe that the sentiments of the class 
to which I belong have been sadly misrepre¬ 
sented in this matter. 

And I trust that the good sense oftho.se 
who have authority in the preroi.sca, will 
show them that the ground I have taken is 
not unreason.able. P.

Deafcnute Teachers’ Salaries. 

Mi:. Eimtor :—The GriDE is a journal de¬ 
voted to the interests of deafinutes; a public 
paperopen to both controvert ista on any matter 
in relation to deafraute education or graduated 
mules’ conditions ol life. 

In its columns, since its commencement, I 
have endeavoretl to proniote tlie welfare of 
dcafmutes,—both pupils and graduates; bull 
refrained from touching the subject ot mute 
teachers' salaries:—I intended to pursue the 
same course during the existence of the GninE, 
unless called up to reply to such cominunicai 
tions ns might appear in its columns, holding 
views different from mine. 

How one p.tper has appealed in the M.vrell 
number: and I shall answer it in a spirit al¬ 
together friendly and candid. 

Its writer, 1 understand, Is a Profes-'or in 
one of our ofdest lustitution*. A speaking 
teacher, of course. He ha.s a perfect right to 
express his own opinions on the mooted sub¬ 
ject, and I believe I am equally entitled to the 
privilege. 

The Professor—I don’t know who he is— 
begun to write in this wise:—“Everything 
calculated to increase a suspicious and discon¬ 
tented spirit among dcafmulos is toberegtet- 
ted, as tending to alienate their friends, to 
sonr their dispositions,and to impair their use¬ 
fulness.” This deprecating expression makes 
us penitent—sorry for giving him pain. IVe 
shall mend our minds. IVe do not deny that 
tlfpt we get suspicions and discontepted when 
iiiipjtig" is tloae to us. Su.=picipus and dis- 
coutcnfcjl S£ we arc, it is a great consolation 
to ns that speaking pepons show these had 
qualities in a trope Jighi we do --see sur 


[ prisons, how full of.<peaking and hcaringcon- 
' victs! behold how-sad is tills civil warf Its 
authors—the rebel leaders, lying editors and 
greenhorns—are not, deaf and dumb. So 
Profes.xorBoncccur will Im’-rI stop the flow of 
hi.s comruiseration for our frail natnre.s, and 
think how to accelerate the mental progress 
of his pupil,-*. 

In treating of deafinute teacher.-i’salaries, 
his opinions are based on the two principles 
expounded in his article; and I shall consider 
his arguments one a.fier another if possible. 
Tlie principles, which he says, should govern 
the Directors in deciding the questions “ what 
kind ofteachers should be selected, and what 
shoul-,1 be their eimipen.sation,'' are “Firsf 
Preference slioulj be given to deafiimtes in 
the selection of teachers so far,—but oi.dy so 
far, —as is con.si.«tent with the highest .success 
of the In.-^tilution.—&ro!id,TIie compensation 
of de.vf-mute teachers should be .sucli—but 
only such—as other cqualli’ competent mutes 
would accept, if the situation were oflered to 
them." - 

Throughout Ids argument, the Professor is 
silent on the other two important principles, 
upon which .sifth teachers should ba selected 
and compensated. They arc,— Quallfeation 
and Quantitg'of Labor. 

In the selection of speaking and mute 
teachers, with the view of eniuring “the high¬ 
est success of the Institution," it requires Di¬ 
rectors of tlie right kind.—such Directors as 
may be found even tolerably convers.ant with 
tlie peculiar mode of deaf-mute education,— 
for ascertaining the mental capacities and 
qualifications of candidates for teaclu r«. And 
as to compen.sation, as long as tlie rule is prev¬ 
alent, it is extremely dilficult for even the 
most benevolent Directors to push aside the 
habit of drawing the line between speaking 
and mute teachers, and -doihpensate their ser¬ 
vice.* equally because of their equal quantity 
of labor. 

Referring to his first principle, after having 
given some general o'oservations, he says:— 
“ If, therefore, deaf-mute teachers arc fuUy 
competent to achieve tlie lilglies success of the 
Institution, then none hut deafmuies ought to 
bo ern[>lo 3 ’cd as teacher*. If they are not thus 
fully competent, others who are. must be 
sought for.” As we know we have spe.nking 
teachers in our Institutions, we would natu¬ 
rally infer from the aljove that he presumes 
the mute teachers are not fiiliy competent and 
the speaking teachers are fully competent, so 
far a.* it concerns the highest success of the 
Institution. What constitutes the highest 
success of the Institution ? In tl;e Profes.->or's 
opinion, it is not the. mute, hut the speaking 
teacher, “who lias carried his ovrn education 
ftirwanttVom Tbe jkifef where tler.r-n;utes tisa- 
.-•.1!)' terminate theirs, by-s protraSTed aiid ex¬ 
pensive course of acedemio and collegiate 
studs-,'", who can achieve the highest success of 
llie iiutitution. I shall not den}' him the plea¬ 
sure of believing that he is fully conqreteiit, and 
therefore is employed to achieve the highest 
succc.ss, etc., etc. But the question is,—what 
constitutes the highest success of the Institu¬ 
tion? A correct .mswer must be given to it 
Tliat is, teachers—speaking or mute—fxceerf- 
iitgly tcell qualijird to tet.ch deafinntcs^ const! 
tutes it Certaiulr thly all should fcc men of 
educatioB, As there is no college anywhere 
for deafinutes,they cannot be expected to com¬ 
plete their education to the point where 
speaking person do at colleges. But by dint 
of hard application under disadvantage.*,many 
mute.* have acquired an excellent education, 
aud are fiilh' competent to teach mutes. 

Si.uce the Professor said that .speaking 
teachers are fully competeRl^nnd mute ones 
are not, I ask him why arc the speaking 
teaciicrs not always able to carry their own 
pupils to the point where their mutecolleguea 
have toiled to reach? IVhy do Ihpirpupils 
still write like mutes—always ungrainmati- 
call}'? If the high class at the^rr-^Institution 
is far behind that at the —=3r, in the progress 
of pupils in langu.ago, how is tliis dilference 
accounted for, seeing timt they both have 
speaking Professors, who have completed their 
education byaprotractedand expensivecour.*e 
of ac.adcmic and Pollegiate study ? I do not 
inean to lessen the competency of speaking 
teachers, but I protest against the Professor’s 
asicrtion that the well educated mules are 
leas c-ompetent than the speaking. 

On this point and the others, I shall give 
more argumests in the ne.vt number.

AA'e 
march up to within ten feet of each other 
before a gun was fired. AYe halted and look¬ 
ed eaclj other in the face for a moraent when 
firing mmmcnced. But wc were too quick 
for tlieln and got our first volley in fir.-t,wliieh 
gave ui the ailvantage at once, as we cut them 
up in ahorrid manner. It mowed them down 
like gr*s.* before the scythe, and they reooiled 
hut c.nne b.ack to the charge .again like brave 
men; but our fire from the first round was 
one steady roll.

In several instances, the powder from the 
enemies' guns burnt our men's face.*, so near 
were we together. My position was on the 
right of the company. Two of the men next 
to me fell during the fight. One of my com¬ 
pany, who stood about lour feet from me was 
directly in front of a rebel. They were both 
eyeing each other, and both commenced load¬ 
ing 'at Ute same time, after loading (which
